Government Reimburses an Old Nebraskan
for & Thirty-Year-Old Loas,

DATES BACK TO DAYS OF CATTLE TRAINS

Attack of Redakins on n Cattle Train
and Captare of Part of the Mo-
tive Power—Umnha the
Starting Place.

The government has just eettled with n
former resldent of Omaha for & claim which
had 1ts orlgin in the Indian troubles of thirty
vears ago. Jnseph H. Penny, who onee lived
berns, but ls now a fuirmer near Onawa, la.,
has been notified that his clalm for $2.435, In
payment for forty-five or fifty head of cattle
cut out of hie bunch by marauding redskins
in the days when there was only a trafl to
connect the small scattered towns of Colo-
rado and Ite mllitary outposts with Omaha,
the western gate of clvilization, had been
granted. It {8 not every less by Indians for
which the Unlted States relmburses its eit-
lzens, however, as |s somewhat borne out by
the length of time which it took & just clalm
of thiz naturs to work its way through the
officla]l muzes,

W. W. Marsh of the Unlon Natlonal bank,
who operated a ferry between Omaba and
Councl]l Bluffe at the time when Denver was
nothipg, and when men bad to be lured by
gold to thread their painful way acrosa the
arld plalns with ox teams, was & busineas
associnte of Mr, Penny and tells of how he
came to lose cattle to the Indians In such a
manner that the government felt itself
obliged to relmburse him.

“While I never accompanied Mr, Penny's
cattle tralns acroes the country,” eald Mr.
Marsh, “I did help to start another traln
westward, which afterward formed a portion
of the outfit of which Mr. Penny was In
charge, I wns then running the ferry across
the river here, my boat belng called the
Lizzle Baylises, The ferry wias first started
in 1858 or 18i4, and landed on this side of

ately charged out Into the night, hent on
saving their cattle, thelr only means of
reachiing home. They succeeded In getting
buck all the cattle exceptiug about forty-
five or fifty head and then a regular battle
in the dark ensued.

“The firlng wes heard at & small statlon
on the other silde of the Platte and waord
was gent to a detachment of troops Lwelve
mlles away. It was stlll dark when the
troops arrived and took a hand In the fghe,
1t did not take them lopg to put the sRvages
to flight. Fortunately, not & member of the
party was Injured.

“Some of the men from the train and the
poldlers followed the trall in the hopes of
catohing up and getting back the stolen
cattle. But they did not dare to go far
trom the train and soon Gbandoned the chase,
put they fouud artlcles of clothing with
bleod on them, which showed that some of |
thelr bullets had lodged in the redskins'
b:dles. Whether any of them were killed or
not we never learnosd, for, as you know,
Indlans never leave thelr dead on the fleld!
